Take the situation in our manual exchanges, where opérators handle the calls through 
switehboards. We are crowding lines onto our switchboards without being able to extend the 
boards fast enough. This places larger traffic loads in front of our operators, who, generally 
speaking, are-not as experienced as formerly and who, therefore, cannot handle calls as rapidly. 
This combination of more lines and a less experiencéd staff results in slower service and more 


errors.
